of the country. 

The Sunday Times says: The American 
department has presented a much healthier 
hppearance, and good support has been 
given by large operators, who have several 
bond issues to dispose of. To their pur- 
chases the improvement is mainly due. But 
for the currency difficulty and the Presiden- 
tial election ¢oward the end of the year, it 
is very possible investors would before now 
have turned te this market merely in de- 
spair.. As it is,.the demand for the better 
class of bonds a undoubtedly increasing. 
Prices are steadily moving up, improvement 
in earnings is very distinct, and it is gen- 
erally ‘recognized that the people of the 
United States strongly favor the mainte- 
nance of the gold standard. There is no es- 
tablished confidence yet in American securi-

Less than 1,000 Men Available. 

To hold the pass and to patrol the road 
between it and Buluwayo, measures which 
are felt to be imperatively necessary for 
the safety of this place, require a large 
proportion of the available force, less than 
a thousand men, in Buluwayo. 

The threatened movement of the enemy 
upon the line of communications perplexes 
the authorities with the problem of how far 
they can further denude Buluwayo of its 
fighting force to guard the road.

Wall Street Gossip Is Predicting a 
Possible Collapse. 

New York, April 19.—[Special.]—Those who 
are on the inside of Wall street affairs are 
close watchers of the course of the Ameri- 
can Cotton Oil company. 

For several years Edward D. Adams, who 
is accounted one of the brightest financiers 
of the street, was at the head of the Finance 
committee of the trust and was managing 
director. He has recently left that positiog, 
giving as his reason pressure of outside 
business. 

T. R. Chancy has for a long time past been 
the President of the trust. His resignation 
came a few days ago, when it was given out 
that his health demanded a change, fhough 
rumor has it he may become interested in 
anti-trust concerns. 

Another change which is considered very 
significant in tho trade was the dropping of 
Edward Flash, who has been in charge of 
the New York sales office of the trust. 

At its start as a new company in 1889 the 
concern had a pretty fair monopoly of the 
business, but it failed to crush out opposi- 
tion. New outside mills were started with 
modern milling’ facilities and were able to 
turn out a better product at cheaper rates. 
The trust has now seventy crude mills in 
the South, while the independent outside

WITNESSES WHO SAW SMITH KILLED. 


Police Examine Them, but Nome of 
Them Can Positively Identity 
Ryen as the Murderer. : 


Inspector Fitzpatrick and Capt. Elliott 
questioned a dosen men yesterday who were 
in the vicinity of No. 51 Market street on 
Saturday when John F. Smith was mur- 
dered. Many of the men were roofers em- 
‘ployed on a building near the scene of the 
crime. John Patrick, porter in J. Feinstein’s 
saloon, in front of which Smith was dealt 
the fatal blow with a piece of gaspipe in the 
hands of a man yet unidentified, was among 


the men examined. A painter named Coul- 


ter and five steamfitters, named Michael 
Burns, Albert Benson, Thomas Kelly, Will- 
lam Pritchard, and Michael Cockley, were 
questioned closely as to their knowledge of 
the crime. They are employed in the Ocei- 
dental Bu » in course of construction, 
across the from Patek & Smith's paint 
shop. 

All said they saw John Ryan, who was ar- 
rested soon after Smith was Killed, in the 
vicinity of the paint shop, during the noon 
hour. Painter Coulter is said to have given 
the police some valuable information. 

Lieut. Wood said after the conference with 
the witnesses that while no one who actual- 
ly ‘saw the blow struck could positively 
identify Ryan, the evidence against him was 
considerably strengthened, and it was be- 
lieved when he was confronted with it he 
woyld confess, 

John Patrick, the saloon porter, says he 
saw the blow struck which killed Smith, but 
he is unable to clearly identify Ryan. Sev- 
eral Central Station detectives are working 
on the case and investigating statements 
made by Ryan concerning his whereabouts 
at the time Smith was killed, 

James Dougherty, a sailor and a delegate 
from the Seamen’s Union to the Trade and 
Labor Assembly, said yesterday that from 
12:30 until 1:30 Saturday afternoon he and 
Ryan and John-Orr were in the saloon of 
John.

It was 
not used, however, but in wounds of the 
brain with balls traveling at high velocity 
we have added to the lateral transmission 
of force on impact the hydraulic pressure. 
The incompressibility of the brain intensifies 
the effect and results in a shattering of the 
bony case and an utter disorganization of 
the brain substances.“

how used by the armies of the world. Sealed 
cans, filled with water, struck by a .25-inch 
bullet, were torn out of all semblance to 
what they had been. The tearing process 
did not follow the seams of the can, but 
ran through the body of the tin.

Several hundred thousand 
able-bodied men went from the workshops 
and the field into the army, and the war 
stimulated many. brahches of industry. The 
government was a lavish purchaser of agri- 
cultural and manufactured products, and 
yet the laborer who received a gold dollar 
for his work in 1860 got only 76 cents and 
2 mills in 1863, 80 cents and 8 mills in 1864, 
and 66 cents and 2 mills in 1865, a 

People who were workingmen during the 
war generally remember only the nominally 
high wages they received then. They do 
net remember the excessive prices they 
paid for flour, meat, tea, sugar, and other 
commodities, The younger workingmen 
who are notaware of the small purchasing 
power of the paper dollar during the war 
look only at the large number of those dol- 
lars paid to labor, and say that times must 
have been better a third of a century ago 
than they are now. 

Nevertheless the unimpeachable statis- 
tics show that the actual wages of labor 
had fallen about 24 per cent in 1863 as com- 
pared with 1860, more than 19 per cent in 
1864, and nearly 44 per cent in 1865. Dur- 
ing those years the workingmen were pain- 
fully conscious of the high price they had to 
pay for the necessaries of life, but they have 
forgotten everything except the seemingly 
high wages. 

It labor suffered as it did, while the money 
it was paid was depreciating gradually, al- 
though the demand for labor. was good, 
what would be the suffering if the dollar 
slumped suddenly to 51 cents in purchasing 
power, and at the same time the demand 
for labor fell off greatly on account of the 
industrial panic that slump would cause? 
That is a problem which the workingmen 
ought to “endeavor to solve before they 
vote for the free coinage of silver. Mr.

SINGULAR OMISSION OF JEFFERSON ORA- 
TORS. ? 

A week ago today the Milwaukee Demo- 
erats celebrated Jefferson's birthday and 
had Postmaster Hesing there to make them 
a speech of glorification. The Democrats 
of Chicago and of several Eastern cities 
celebrated, their patron saint likewise, and 
there was quite a gathering at Monticello, 
Va., where ex-Gov. Russell of Massachu- 
setts and Senator Daniel of Virginia pro- 
nounced eulogies on Jefferson, but said 
more about the money question, which 
both of them seemed to look upon as a more 
living and paramount topic. 

So far as Tue TrRrevne has been able to 
discover, after reading the reports of many 
meetings, not a single speaker discussed or 
even alluded to those Jeffersonian ideas 
which, owing to the ability of the man and 
the great influence he possessed, were for a 
long time a serious menace to the peace and 
even the existence of the Union. 5 

It was fortunate that Mr. Jefferson was 
in Burope on a diplomatic mission while the 
Constitution was. being framed by Wash- 
ington, Franklin, Hamilton, Madison, and 
others, and the different State conventions 
were discussing and ratifying it. His im- 
pressions of the national sovereignty feat- 
ures of the Constitution were not favorable. 
It had some very good articles, he said; and 
some very bad ones, and the latter, he con- 
tended, rather seemed to predominate. He 
advocated the idea of holding another con- 
vention. Gradually he came to the conelu- 
sion that it would be well for nine States to 
ratify the one made and then have amend- 
ments adopted which would satisfy the re- 
maining four. 

Had he been in Ameriea instead of in 
France his first impressions would ha ve re- 
mained unchanged. Theg would have 
been confirmed. He would have united 
with State sovereignty Patrick Henry in 
resisting the ratification of the Constitution 
by Virginia, and his influence would have 
turned the scales against it.. Having great 
ability as a political manager and writer 
he would have organized the opposition to 
the Constitution of Washington, Franklin, 
Hamilton, and Madison in the different 
States and prevented its ratification, and the 
thirteen States would have remained sep- 
arate, jealous, jarring, weak little com- 
munities, probably waging aggressive wars. 
upon each other; and each with separate 
tariffs, armies, postal systems, and no inter- 
State commerce or Supreme Court for their 
general good. . 

Jefferson returned home from France soon 
after the new Federal Government, with 
Washington as President, had gone into 
operation, He proceeded at once to inter- 
pret the Constitution in accordance with 
his dominant idea that it was a compact 
among thirteen sovereign States which 
were now leagued together a little more close- 
ly thap under the loose artides of Confed- 
eration, but each of which was superior in 
power and authority to the National Gov- 
ernment they had jointly created. 

It was therefore quite natural that at a 
later day he should write the Kentucky 
secession resolutions of. 1798-’99, and as- 
sert therein that the Constitution was sim- 
ply acompact where each State had an equal 
right to judge for itself as well of infrac- 
tions as of the mode and measure of redress, 
which meant that any State had the right 
to secede if it so desired for any grievance 
it deemed sufficient. 

He was contented that the Nation was 
inferior in sovereign rights to the State 
was something the State had helped to make 
and could unmake. He never explained, 
however, where the new States created by 


Congress and admitted into the Union after 


the Nation had been formed obtained their 
right to secede from the Union. 

His views, thus set forth, were a founda- 
tion and authority for the J. C. Calhoun 
nullification proceedings of South Carolina 
and the Jeff Davis rebellion of 1861, Cal- 
houn was the successor of Jefferson anti- 
Union doctrines and Jeff Davis the legiti- 
mate successor of Calhoun. 

If the principles which governed Jeffer- 
son had met with general acceptance from 
the outset—had there been no powerful and 
influential national statesmen like Wash- 
ington, Hamilton, Madison; Franklin, and 
Adams—the Union never would have been 
formed. Even if it had been it would have 
been dissolved speedily as the centrifugal 
forces gained strength through Jefferson's 
malign influence. There wonld have been 
an Eastern, a Middle, a Southern, and a 
Western Confederation. Then, when a 
le pt Nir ms own Way in its 
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Tun TrrBune does not deny that Mr. Jef- 


ferson did some things deserving of praise. 
He trampled on his own 1 
ries in purchasing Louisiana. He the 
Declaration of Independence, with the ex- 
ception of that notable paragraph which 
states that all men are created equal, and 
areendowed with certain inalienable rights,” 
That he cribbed from George Mason of Vir- 
ginia and did not give him credit for it, as 
he should have done. 

But the Jeffersonian orators, While des- 
canting on the virtues of their political 
saint, had nothing to say regarding his 
anti-national sentiments and hostility to 
the Constitution nor his Kentucky secession 
resolutions of 98. They neither con- 
demned, nor excused, nor defended them, 
but simply ignored them, The probabifi- 
ties are that not one of them would indorse 
his anti-Constitution or nullification doc- 
trine or his Kentucky secession resolutions. 
Why, then, should they refrain from all 
reference to Jefferson's anti-national, State 
supremacy ideas and their malign conse- 
quences? The secession war was a failure 
and those ideas are dead. Is it not carrying 
hero worship a little too far to seek to create 
the impression that Jefferson was a blame- 
less being and a patriot whose doctrines 
should be swallowed whole? 


REACTION IN JAPANESE POLITICS. 

It is certain that Japanese politics is 
passing through a most interesting stage of 
reaction, due to a natural popular disgust 
over the part Russia and the rest of Europe 
have played in robbing Japan of its Chinese 
conquests. The fact that an address to the 
throne, calling for the resignation of the 
present Ministers of State, recently got 103 
out of 273 votes in the National Diet shows 
that the revulsion is setting hard against 
the administration. Still more marked is 
the spread of a renewed feeling of friendli- 
ness for China, as seen in the utterances of 
Japanese publicists, 

An important new tie between Japan and 
the world outside has just been estab- 
lished in the shape of a political-monthly 
published at Tokio by Japanese in the En- 


-glish language. It is an English edition of 


the conservative and sometimes intolerant 
weekly, the Kokumin-No-Tomo, and is 
called the Far Hast. Though modest in 
size, its contents show a surprising insight 
into present day affairs the world over. The 
new periodical leads one to hope that we are 
now to have a direct view of Japanese poli- 
ties without having to fraw all our knowl- 
edge through the straws of the missionary 
and the jinriksha tourist. 

In this magazine the Jap's fellow feeling 
for China crops out again and again. The 
writers seem even now more friendly to 
their Mongul cousins than to Europe. In 
the leading article is found the keynote of 
the island nation’s new aim: “ We shall 
strive to widen the range of our common civ- 
ilization, first by assimilating it and then 
by transmitting it to the great body of the 
Eastern countries. It is in this way that 
we hope to become the connecting link be- 
tween the East and the West.” Prof. 
Inazo Nitobe, an author of note, spiritedly 
repels the charge that Japan asa people was 
ever hostile to foreigners. Exclusiviam 
and intolerance, he claims, were merely the 
subterfuges of the Takugawa Shoguns, used 
by that family for the perpetuation of its 
tyranny. It is on this hypothesis that he 
accounts for the sudden liberalization and 
civilization of Japan since the downfall of 
the feudal Shoguns. 

But another writer, Ukita Kazutaki, 
shows plainly on which side of Japan the 
widest open door is tobe found today. He 
urges China to follow the example of Japan 
and passes over the sorest spot of the late 
war with the mild remark that “it was a 
mistaken policy for China to attempt the 
exclusive subjection of Corea to herself 
when she had no power to protect and de- 
fend her dependencies.” He continues in 


this strain: 

But we have both learned by our late experience 
that, whatever profit either of us might gain at 
the expense of the other, it is insignificant com- 
pared with the combined loss of Asia on the whole. 
It would be the wiser and truer policy in the fut- 
ure for our two nations to join hand in hand, and 
by united strength to secure independence to the 
weaker and smalier States of Asia.- And when 
Europe and America fall into deadly strife over 
that despised Monroe doctrine, it must be the true 
policy for us to stand up for the principle or Asia 
for the Asiatics,’’ and put an end forever to that 
damnable European system of plunder and 
tyranny. 

Jealous suspicion of Europe echoes ail 
through the magazine. An editorial survey 
of the situation up to Feb. 20 shows a 
strong anti-administration tone, and Mar- 
quis Ito, the Minister Presilent, come’ in 
for lively censure. “ The present coalition 
between the government and the Liberals,“ 
says the editor, was effected under the 
pretext that the new situation in the East 
required it. The coalition amounts to an 
acknowledgment on the part of Marquis 
Ito that the Cabinet cannot stand aloof 
from the parties in the National Legisla- 
ture. The Liberals on the side of Marquis 
Ito and the sections of the present oppo- 
sition united under Count Okuma will, we 
may hope, inaugurate a new period in Japa- 
nese politics.” 

These, of course, are partisan opposition 
views, but the very fact that the Kokumin- 
No-Tomo can embark in this English maga- 
zine enterprise is proof that the ideas it. 
represents are inthe ascendency. The Japs 
would today rather make a present of For- 
mosa to the Chinaman than see either the 
English or the Russians one league nearer 
to the Coreanh &trait. 


LAYING THE DUST. 

Hundreds of eyes and half as many tem- 
pers are irritated’ every morning by the 
sweeping of sidewalks while the workers 


of the.city are entering the down-town dis- 


triet to begin their daily work, Men and 
boys use the broom as a weapon of offense 
to raise the. accumulated dirt of twenty- 
four hours of travel and send it into the air 
to find lodgment where it can do most harm. 
With it goes the annoyance of dodging the 
pools of water left and the implements used 
by those who wash windows along the pub- 
lic thoroughfares. Until May 1, owing to 
an oversight of the city lawgivers, there is 
no redress and the burden must be borne. 
After May 1 and until Oct. 1 there is an 
grdinance the enforcement of which will 
void this trouble. By its terms the sweep- 
of sidewalks and the cleansing and 
washing of sidewalks and windows is pro- 
hibited between the hours of 7 in the morn- 
and 7 in the evening. Any violation is 
by a fine of not less than re nor 
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rency question. As might have been ex- 
pected, he trims a little and tries to occupy a 
middle ground and pose as a compromise 
candidate. 

He admits that free coinage at the ratio of 
16 to 1 “ will speedily result in silver being 
our sole money of redemption. It would 
retire gold as money and leave us on the sil-

On the other side he does not favor what 
he calls the “ administration plan of— 

„Adhering to the single gold standard and retiring 

notes; our money and currency then to 
consist of gold and national bank notes; the silver 
we now have to be kept at par with gold, as now, 
and for use in smaller transactions. Gold alone 
is now a too narrow and insufficient money basis."’ 


If this plan were adopted he thinks that 
as often as hard times came business wreck- 
ing would set in and the property of the 
financially weak would pass to the strong. 

Morrison's idea is to continue the use of 
both gold and silver as standafd money,” 
by which he means a more extensive use of 
silver. But he says he does not see how it 
ean be done without the cooperation of 
other countries, and he confesses he does 
not see how that cotperation. can be se- 
cured at present, 

Then, in order to please the free silverites, 
he takes a slap at the administration. “ It 
go often moves on in the direction of the 
demands of the thrifty in finance.” He be- 
lieves “ counsel should rather be taken of 
the people’s representatives than a bunch of 
financiers who may be learned in their craft, 
but whose counsel may have the Dias of self- 
interest.“ That is, if he were President 
and Congress passed a free coinage bill he 
would do what “the people’s representa- 
tives favored and sign the bill. 

He does not go far enough to suit the free 
silver men, and too far to please the hon- 
est money Democrats. Altgeld will hard- 
ly be willing to give the Illinois delegation 
to a man who will go no farther than to in- 
timate that he will not veto a free silver 
bill if one reaches him. 


CLEAN THE ALLEYS. 

Some weeks ago the city inspectors said 
the alleys were clean in nearly all the wards. 
The inspectors of the Civic Federation re- 
plied that with hardly an exception they 
were in a very filthy condition. The city 
authorities were inclined to stand by their 
men, and called on the Civic Federation for 
specific reports of neglect of duty on the 
part of garbage contractors and municipal 
inspectors. Such reports, they said, would 
receive attention. 

Since then the inspectors of the Civic 
Federation have been sending in reports de- 
scribing with unpleasant minuteness the 
offensive condition of the alleys in many 
South ahd West Side wards. The city in- 
spectors have not opened their mouths 
challenge the accuracy of reports which, if 
correct, convict them of gross neglect of 


duty. Nor do the authorities appear to have 


done anything either to stir up the contract- 
ors or the inspectors. They cannot afford 
to remain inactive, however. 

Most of the alleys of this city are in a 
disease-breeding state and rege for the 
public health demands that they we cleaned 
up at once. The hot weather of this week, 
which has made the innumerable piles of 
garbage doubly offensive, is a mere fore- 
taste of the intenser heats of midsummer. 
If nothing is done in the way of purification 
before then the physicians may prosper, but 
the community will suffer. 

The officials who have charge of the 
cleaning of the alleys cannot afford to pig- 
eon-hole the reports kindly sent them by 
the Civic Federation. They ought to dis- 
miss their own incompetent men, who do not 
know filth when they see it, and get new 
contractors, if the present ones cannot or 
will not live up to their agreements. 


Tun Judge of a Nebraska District Court 
has held that he will not enforce that part 
of a mortgage note contracting to pay “ 
gold coin.” He stated, further, that it it 
came to a question of holding that the note 
was payable in Fold coin, or the contract 
was illegal and void, he would hold that it 
was illegal and void.”

But it 
the country were on a monometaliic silver 
basis, and the silver dollars worth only 
50 cents, the owner of the note would appeal 
and the court of final resort would say he 
must be paid in gold dollars or as many 
silver dollars as would buy in the market 
the number of gold dollars to which he was 
entitled. The validity of specific gold con- 
tracts has been settled beyond dispute.

Gov. Matthews Jumping Silverward. 

The way things are drifting in Indiana is 
best shown by the agility with which Gov.

Every 
time he is questioned he is more and more 
friendly to silver, and since he is avowed- 
ly the favorite son of indiana it looks as 
though he, for one, believed free silver the 
Winning issue with his delegation.

In the light of the returns now coming in 
the nomination of Olney, Carlisle, Russell, 
or any pronounced gold standard man is 
out of the question, unless the party should 
split, the silver men leaving their oppo- 
nents in control. A convention which holds 
err will never give a two-thirds vote 
for a strong gold standard man. A con- 
vention from which a large faction had 
seceded* might give a two-thirds vote for 
a “gold bug,” but as the Chicago conven- 
tion will organize, such a preponderance 
cannot, in all present probability, be se- 
cured, — 

Cleveland a Strong Candidate. 


Mr. Cleveland would be the strongest pos- 
sible gold candidate in convention, since he 
is so well known, and because of the influ- 
ence which follows the control for a period of 
years of the Federal patronage; but that 
any one representing his position less emi- 
nent in party councils can get the nomina- 
tion is apparently out of the question. If 
the party succeeds in avoiding the threat- 
ened split Morrison or some other equally 
uncertain candidate might be nominated; 
if free silver is strongly in the majority and 
holds the fort against all traducers, Horace 
Boies of Iowa would stand a good chance 
of nomination. 

Tt is still suggested that the outcome of 
the whole thing will be another evasive 
platform, this time in phraseology so new 
as to be again misunderstood. For exam- 
ple, the party might declare for the free, 
unlimited, and independent coinage of sil- 
ver, with the proviso that the ratio at which 
this coinage should take place should be 
determined by Congress at its discretion. 
Of course the out and out silver people 
would think they had achieved a famous 
victory, since 16 to 1 would be the only ra- 
tio that would occur to them as meeting 
the discretion of Congress, while President 
Andrews of Brown might say at 20 to 1 he 
would favor it: and at 80 to 1 most gold men 
would have rio obfection to free silver coin- 
age. This is only one of the various strad- 
dies that might be adopted this year. since 
the old phraseology about “ bimetallism ” 
and “parity” and “gold and silver as 
standard money seem generally to be un- 
derstood as meaning nothing. Some new 
evasions are the demand of the hour, some 
untried frauds in the way of verbal ex- 
pression. 

To recapitulate, according to the most 
trustworthy reports, no matter how much 
to be deplored, the Democratic National con- 
vention as it organizes at Chicago is pretty 
likely to have a majority of free silver men. 
or under the unit rule a mafority who will 
so vote. This may mean a split in the par- 
ty, with nominations to correspond, or it mav 
mean some new and untried evasion, with 
eandidate to match.

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First Estimate Was Too Low. 

“ Kentucky, New Mexico, and Utah have 
fallen below estimates, five in Kentucky, 
one in New Mexico, and one in Utah; while 
Georgia, Indiana, Kansas, Illinois, North 
Dakota, Oklahoma, South Carolina, and 
Wisconsin have all gained. This compari- 
son of the original estimates, which aggre- 
gates 433, with the actual results from elec- 
tions in eighteen States shows very closely 
that the estimate was too low. 

“There have been elected delegates in 
States that we did not claim in that estimate 
Minnesota 18, New York 4, and Pennsyl- 
vania 2.

New . 
Figures on Future Conventions. 
“The New York Tribune of this morning 
gives McKinley 318 practically uncontested 
and instructed votes. In my report I ex- 
clude doubtful votes, and have failed to 
claim a number known to be for McKinley. 
I point to the vindication of my original 
estimate with some degree of satisfaction, 
and say now that my present estimate of 
safe votes for McKinley on the first ballot 

is below the actual facts. 

„The most significant feature of the last 
week's elections is the great number of sec- 
ond choice instructions for McKinley. In 
this category may be classed New Hamp- 
shire, Kentucky, Pennsylvania, and New 
York, and it is safe to say there are now of 
well-defined second choice delegates thor- 
oughly committed to McKinley as such not 
less than 125.

LABOR TURNS DOWN FREE SILVER, 


Central Union at Louisville Rejects a 
16 to 1 Resolution. 


Louisville, Ky., April 19.—[Special.}—The 
Central Trades and Labor Union of Louis- 
yille has refused fo go on record as favoring 
free silver, which is regarded as a decided 
victory for sound money. 

The delegates unanimously rejected reso- 
jutions demanding the free and unlimited 
eoinage of silver at 16 to 1, which had been 
adopted by the Denver and New York con- 
ventions of the American Federation of 
Labor, and copies of which are now being 
submitted to the various labor assemblies 
of the country. : 

The local unions in various cities had all 
acted on the resolutions and the result was 
a tie between the unfons. Today when the 
resolution came up before the Centra! Trades 
and Labor Union a motion to reject it was 
carried without a dissenting vote.

Thursday, will be a Quay machine. 

Mayor Warwick said today the conference 
held at Harrisburg was of Quay's seeking, 
but predicted that the Senator would get 
what he, wanted. Senator Cameron, who 
was slated as a delegate-at-large, will not 
go to the national convention, and the in- 
dications are that Reed’s Maine declara- 
tions on the tariff and finances will be sub- 
stantially echoed by the State convention. 
Cameron could not very well run on this 
platform and will stand aside to await the 
action of his silver associates at or after the 
national convention. 

There is no longer any doubt that Senator 
Quay thinks he has a fair chance of being 
nominated for President at St. Louis, and it 
is certain that he entertains no doubt of the 
ability of his frineds to prevent the nomina- 
tion of. McKinley. 

The very interesting information comes 
from Maryland that Senator-elect Welling- 
ton, who controls the Republican machine, 
has made peace with Quay. Last fall he de- 
clared that Quay was sending Republican 
repeaters into Maryland to work for Gor- 
man, and Quay denounced Wellington as 
“an unmitigated ass.“ Wellington has 
elected national delegates under the McKin- 
ly cry, and the State convention will be held 
at Baltimore on next Wednesday. It is 
asserted that Wellington is really for Reed 
or Quay unless it can be shown that McKin- 
ley can win on the first ballot. This is an- 
other result of Quay’s new peace policy. 
The declaration of New Jersey’s candidate 
for Vice-President, Garrett A. Hobart, that 
if the McKinley sentiment keeps up he will 
have to vote for him has caused a flutter in 
the State. But there is a string to the

Consequent- 
ly, a continuation of low prices means the 
absolute destruction of the purchasing pow- 
er of the entire debtor class. This first re- 
duces the volume of business, then forces 
the shutting down of factories, and by de- 
stroying the market for labor, soon destroys 
the power of the entire laboring 
class and fills the land with distress. 

Purchasing Power of the Country. 

None of the sophists hired to maintain 
the gold standard have yet told the laborers 
how they can get the valuable gold dollars 
they talk about. The laborer can only pros- 
per when there is demand for his labor. The 
gold dollar, by reducing prices, while all 
fixed charges remain the same, destroyed 
the purchasing power of the country and 
thus destroyed the market for the only thing 
the laborer had to sell—that is, his labor. 
Until this pure power is restored 
there can no great demand for labor, and 
this purc power of the country, espe- 
cially of the debtor classes, can only be re- 
stored by a rise in the selling price of things. 
This can only come thro an increase in 
the volume of money. 

Restoration First, Legislation After.

“Our order is opposed to McKinley because 
his political affiliations, his official record, 
and many. of his private expressions clearly 
indicate he was during his administration as 
Governor largely controlled, through fear or 
convictions, by, and was subject to, the in- 
fluence of the agents of the Roman political

Materialistic Mud Gods. 

‘At Trinity Methodist Church last evening 
Dr. Crane spoke on the subject ot Mud 
Gods.“ He Said: 

„The materialistic philosophy of these 
times builds its structure upon the seen. All 
the phenomena of religién and emotion are 
but aspects and motions of matter. Con- 
science is the accrued caution of foregoing 
generations, Worship is a modified form 
of superstition. Love, even in its purest and 
sublimest form, is but a refinement of sex- 
ual desire. Patriotism, honor, virtue, be- 
nevolence, all are in the same category as 
chills and fever, dyspepsia, hypochondria, 
and insanity. This whole system of belief 
rests upon the assumption that the things 
seen are real and the things not seen are 
doubtful. This fundamental proposition 
Christianity flatly denies. 

“ Attempts have been made to reconcile 
these opposing systems, It can never be. 
It is a war between the God of gpirit and the 
gods of mud. Their swords are crossed. The 
lines arò drawn. All men must take places 
upon one side or the other. 

“ Materialism hgs come forth from the 
haunts of German infidelity like some huge 
monster of primeval days, raising his hor- 
rid length from the river slime, and has 
strode forth over christendom touching ev- 
ery fair- creation of belief and fancy and 
ert with his contnamnating breath. He 
breathed n the muse of painting, and 
she left off inspiring men through Angelo 
and Tintoret and began to lure and tempt 
through the sensuous school. He touched 
the muse of Literature and France dropped 
from the lofty ideals of Hugo to wallow in 


the filth with Zola. America turned from 


the gentle spirit of Hawthorne and Irving 
and the virile imagery of Poe to the sala- 
clous vigor of Amélie Rives and the tire- 
some realism of the modern novel. 

He has infected poesy, and Longfellow. 
Whittier,. and Lowell, the poets of pure and 
holy aspiration, are removed from the library 
tables to make room for the lascivious 
anacreontics of Oscar Wilde. He has swal- 
lowed politics bodily; the pure patriotism of 
Washington has given place to the gam- 
bling, bribing, and spoils-hunting system 
of modern parties. He has thrown his nox- 
ious influence. upon science; Agassiz and 
2 are displaced by Huxley and Tyn- 

all. 

The monster of materialism has not 

spared the Church of Christ. So-called 
Christians outdo unbellevers in the wild 
struggle for money and place. The Son of 
Man had not where to lay his head. The early 
Christians devoted all life, energy, and 
means to their Master’s service. Christians 
today give to Jesus and his suffering sheep 
in foreign missions one-sixetenth of a cent 
out of every dollar and spend much of the 
remainder upon back or belly. As the 
Prime Minister of Satan this dragon has de- 
throned Almighty God from his seat in the 
hearts of many and installed in his stead 
the almighty dollar. 
. “I would rather believe all the fables of 
the Koran; see every twilight alivé with 
spooks; start trembling from fancied ghosts 
in every dark-eorner-and make my soul a 
veritable highway for gnomes and elves, 
fairies, nalads, witches, and hobgoblins; 
yield myself up to the rankest pantheism, 
than strike hands with your materialist and 
accept his gospel of mud. For pantheism 
has produced art and genius and heroism; 
materialism has never made anything but 
gluttony, avarice, cruelty, cowardice, and 
sensualism.” 


Gnostic and Agnostic. 

Dr. H. W. Phomas of the People’s Church, 
Mevicker's Theater, spoke on “*‘ Gnostic and 
Agnostic yesterday morning. He said: 

„ The gnostic and the agnostic stand in 
the great field of the known and the un- 
known—of the knowable and the unknow- 
able. The gnostic who says ‘I know must 
confess he knows only in part; the agnostic 
who says ‘I do not know must confess he 


knows something 

The scientist fs and must be both gnostic 
and agnostic; or, with Paul, he must say: 
‘We know in part.“ Man cannot deny his 
own consciousness that he is; that the world 
is; he must affirm the self and the not self; 
and then he may go on and learn more about 
both; but there is always an unknown, and 
beyond this a, so far at least, unknowable. - 

“The eternal order of the natural is dis- 
placing the old thought of the supernatural. 
The religion of law, of the natural, can be no 
longer denied. The credulous age, the claims 
to exact knowledge about many things—as 
the Trinity and the other mysteries of the 
Infinite can no longer be forced upon the 
present as authoritative and final. The 
gnostics have claimed too much; too much 
of what they have claimed has been found to 
be questionable, and not a little has been 
disproved. 

„And it is just as true, on the other hand, 
that the extravagant claims of what may 
be called the material, the agnostic side of 
science, must also be modified. The hasty 
conclusions that because the facts of science 
are opposed to the old theories of the crea- 
ticn and the origin of man, and the miracu- 
lous and mechanical theory of things in gen- 
eral, and that, therefore, the foundations of 
religion are destroyed, is wholly unwar- 
ranted. 

“We are fast coming to see truth as one; 
the natural and the supernatural as one: 
hot. the natural. and the unnatural; but the 
higher natural and the inner natural; and 
that these are related and the one just as 
netural as the other. That a Newton puz- 
gling among the stars, or the Christ preach- 
ing the Sermon on the Mount, is just as nat- 
ural upon their higher planes as is the fetish 
worshiper upon his lower plane.” 


Ingersoll’s Might and Mirth. 

Dr. Hirsch addressed his congregation at 
Sinai Temple yesterday morning on “ In- 
gersoll’s Might and Mirth.” In opening his 
uddress and calling attention to the great 
agnostic’s many negatives Dr. Hirsch said: 

„It would seem that he who denies needs 
less courage than he who affirms. Mr. In- 
gersoll is 150 years behind his time. One 
hundred and fifty years ago, in the age of 
Voltaire, his theory could be repeated with 
a clean conscience by the scholar abreast of 
the epoch, but those who believe in these 
theories today show an evidence of folly. 

“ ‘Liberty’ is Mr. Ingersoll’s great plea, 
but have no horrors been committed for lib- 
erty as great as those he recalls for religion? 
Is not the French Revolution a commentary 
as the Spanish Inquisition in the name of re- 
ligion? Historians Know that in all perse- 
cautions religion has usually been a pretense, 
but in truth it has been politics. 

„The atrocitites of Armenia are ascribed 
to religious difficulties, but the truth lies 
in political ambitions, political aspirations 
and machinations. it was not religion. Re- 
ligion lifts a man above the level of a brute. 

“Who cates atheists? Not Ingersoll. 
Atheists are manufezered by the churches 
themselves. What know too well be- 
comes trivial. Our churches and synagogues 
have claimed to be intimate. with the Deity, 
prescribing whom he must save and whom 
be must damn. Such familiarity must 
breed contempt. There is many a man 
nearer to God than him who strings out 
a long, wordy prayer. 

“The man who speaks today of the Bible 
as a — ang aed and student ought to 
know that the incredible stories of the book 
are treated as literature—the work of human 
hands and minds which had caught the in- 
spiration of their time.”

and that the loan had been made for another 
account at this low rate. 

Not alone in real estate loans is there 
shown an easier tendency in the money 
market. Mongy for speculative purposes 
is now easief to obtain than it has been 
for some time. During the last days of 
March, when stocks on the Chicago Stock 
Exchange were being turned from the 
March to the April account, one man alone 
made aggregate loans of $1,250,000. The 
rates developed in turning charges average 
10 per cent. Money is more plentiful now 
than it was at that time, and it is believed 
the last of this month will show interest 
rates as low as 7 per cent in turning stocks 
on the local exchange. With money to be 
had at low rates of interest and in plentiful 
amounts it is believed there will be shown 
a revival in business which will affect all 
classes of trade and manufacture. The 
trouble has been that the merchant or the 
manwyfacturer who needed money in his 
business could not get it except at an ex- 
cessive interest rate. The maki of the 
lower rates of interest Will enable manu- 
facturers to. extend their various industries 
and will~enable merchants to go into the 
markets more freely than they could do 
otherwise, 


Cuban Question Out of the Way. 


In many ways there is a brightening in 
the business outlook. The Cuban question 
has been pretty effectively removed from 
a situation where it proved menace to 
business interests, particotarty 
speculative nature. So long as the Cuban 
resolutions were pending in Congress, and 
no.one knew what might be the outcomie, 
there was a feeling of insecurity which seri- 
ously curtailed speculative trading. In the 
event of trouble between this country and 
Spain, it was believed, speculative securi- 
ties would show a serious decline in values. 
The matter has now been settled, so far as 
the present is concerned. The resolutions 
have been passed by Congress, and have 
gone to the President for his action. He 
has taken decided action, but action of a 
conciliatory sort, which, if it does involve 
trouble, will postpone it for several months. 
Ramon O. Williams, Consul-General of the 
United States to Cuba, has been replaced 
by Gen. Fitzhugh Lee, who goes to Havana 
as Consul-General and as a Special Com- 
missioner of the President to investigate 
existing conditions. Until his report is 
made it may be taken as an assured fact 
no action will be taken by the President. 
On top of this comes the news that the Papal 
Nuncio at Madrid has been instructed by 
the Pope to offer the services of his Holiness 
as mediator between Spain and Cuba. The 
chances for a settlement of the Cuban ques- 
tion.seem brighter now than they have been 
for some time. With this question removed 
from the field speculative trading is pretty 
sure to increase. An evidence of this was 
shown in the strength of stocks on the New 
York market following the announcement 
of the appointment of Fitzhugh Lee as Con- 
sul-General to Cuba. 


Export Trade Is Good. 


The report of Worthington C. Ford, sta- 
tistician of the Treasury Department, show- 
ing exports and imports for the six months 
ending March 31, is an interesting one. It 
shows the United States has exported goods 
to a total value of $129,528,881 in excess of 
the imports for the six months covered in 
the report. It shows the importations of 
gold for the same period have been in excess 
of exports, and for the month of March 
nearly every article in the list of exports 
shows an increase over those of the corre- 
sponding months in last year. The follow- 
ing tables show the excess of exports over 
imports for the six months ending March 81:

The clearings for the week 8 on Wek 
day in the various cities of the United States 
make an excellent showing for Chicago. It 
shows an increase for Chicago over the fig- 
ures for the corresponding week in last year 
of 38.1 per cent, as compared with 6.1 per 
cent in New York and 0.2 per cent in Boston. 
The ratio of increase in Chicago exceeds that 
of any other principal city in the country, 

In the local speculative market nearly all 
stocks have been strong and fairly nalive 
Diamend Match has broken its own best rec- 
ords on two or three days of the week. New 
York Biscuit has been strong, and Lake 
Street and Metropolitan Elevated and North 
and West Chicago cable stocks have all 
shown advances. There has been an in- 
creased inquiry for bonds also, and the prices 
for these securities have improved. 


Weather Helps Wholesale Trade. 


The warmer weather gave a stimulus to 
most of the wholesale trade. This was es- 
pecially true of dry goods. Duplicate orders 
were abundant, and the personal attendance 
of merchants from near-by points was grati- 
fying. Trade in the country is reported as 
showing a decided improvement. Traveling 
salesmen write that the fall trade is a trifie 
tardy, but the prospects are good. 

Some improvement in feeling was noted in 
the wool market. The inquiry is increasing 
and some fair-sized lines will undoubtedly 
be sold this week. The demand comes main- 
ly from Eastern milis to piece out stocks. 
Holders are inclined to befirm. The trade is 
looking anxiously toward the coming London 
sales, and it is generally believed that the 
outcome will strengthen the markets. The 
shortage in the Australian clip is expected to 
cause some export demand from our shores. 

The coal market was dull, as might be ex- 
pected at the close of the season. Some of 
the best authorities expect anthracite coal 
to open May 1 from $5.15 to $5.25. 

A brisk activity was observable in the 
iron market. There is just a fair demand 
for barb wire at the advanced prices. In 
light hardware a fair to brisk business is 
passing. All building material is in excel- 
lent demand. Sporting s are having a 
lively run, much better than last season.

This showing, however, as signally fails to 
arouse enthusiasm a 4 as the bullish 
government report here fails to bring in non- 
professional buying. Bullish statistics, with 
foreign markets persistently out of line with 
the markets here, are of ag little value spec- 
ulatively as bad crop reports which come 
unaccompanied by buying orders. The prog- 
ress of. seedi operation in the Northwest 
will probably be tiie chief consideration in 
the wheat market this week unless the re- 
ports of chinch-bug damage in the South- 
west continue. 


Coarse Grain Exports Are Heavy. 


The export demand continues to be the 
bullish factor in coarse grain, clearances of 
vorm and oats are heavy, and the argument 
of low value seems to be powerful abroad. 
Receipts are light, and in the local market 
have not been much in éxcess of the local 
requirements, The opening of navigation 
and the mo ent of nearly half of the local 
nas some effect in the mar- 
ket, and there has been excellent buying by 
shorts. The selling seems to be by elevator 
people and receiving houses, There is a great 
deal of changing going on, and the question 
of May and July corn selling together will de- 
pend to a great extent on the action of the 
elevator people on the May delivery. If the 
supplies of contract corn, which have been 
accumulating for several months, are de- 
livered out on May contracts, as it is obey ji 
ed they will be, the effect of good export de- 
mand and light country offerings will be in 
a great measure offset. 
eavy receipts of hogs and indifferent 
cash demand continue to make the market 
for provisions decidedly heavy. New records 
tn lard have been made, the May delivery 
selling at $4.90. The packers are free sell- 
ers, and there is nothing to indicate that they 
are becoming sufficiently bullish to stand on 
any great quantity of their product. The 
question as to the spring supply of hogs will 
have to be settled before there is any in- 
crease in the speculative interest, and un- 
til there is more speculation any great ad- 
vance in prices cannot be looked for.
